MISS FOOTE, (COUNTESS OF HARRINGTON.) 


From “ Leaves from an Actor's Note-Book.” 


I have mentioned Miss Foote, (Countess of Harrington,) and I dwell 
on the recollection with pleasure. She had left the stage some years 
bfore I trod on it, to grace a more elevated sphere; I never, therefore, 
had the delight of playing with her. As a boy, I have seen her often at 
the Liverpool Theatre, in Rosalind—and what a fascinating Rosalind she 
was!—Annette, in the “ Little Jockey,” (how she drove the fellows wild 
with her arcliness, her playfulness, her vivacity, her breeches and top- 
boots—heaven save the mark !—and her singing of 

“The boy in yellow wins the day! ”) 


and in Letitia Hardy, in which she was a zephyr, a wave of the sea! 
Perhaps one of the most bewitching things she did, was Kate O’Brien, 
in “ Perfection,” or the “Lady of Munster.” My father used to play 
Charles Paragon to her. Ye gods, how I envied him! How I wished 
myself a man, that J might be able to act with her! How I watched 
at the stage-door, after the play was over, to see her step into her car- 
riage! (she had the prettiest little foot inthe world ; and her leg!—ol:!) 
how I longed to offer my hand to assist her, and dared not! how I wrote 
to her for an order for the theatre, on purpose to get her autograph! 
how delighted 1 was when she sent it to me—an elegant, ladylike, taper- 
ing, graceful signature, (I have it yet !)—

How I kissed it! how I got one of the actresses to present me to her, 
and how I blushed and trembled (I was about thirteen) when she spoke 
to me and smiled; and how insulted I felt when I heard her say, aside 
to my introducer, that I was “a fine boy!” All this I will not attempt 
to describe. You must imagine it, reader; and imagine, if you can, 
what a creature she was! It was not that she was so beautiful,—I have 
seen twenty more beautiful women ;—but she was lovely, she was lov- 
able; she was all grace, all fascination! ‘There was a hazy, dreamy 
tenderness about her blue eyes that entwined itself voluptuously about 
the heart, and 
‘took the reason prisoner.” 


When she spoke, 
“*Tt was an alarum to love!” 


She did not sing with great art or finish; yet it was a delight to hear 
her. Whothat ever heard, can forget her Cuckoo-song in Rosalind! 
Iler limbs were dainty as a fawn’s, and her motion—by-the-bye, it was 
of her that this description was written: 


With what a waving grace she goes 

Along the corridor. Low like a fawn, 

Yet statelier.—Hark! no sound, however soft, 
(Nor gentlest echo,) telleth where she treads; ; 
But every motion of her shape doth seem 
Hallowed by silence. Thus did Hebe grow 
Amidst the gods a paragon ! 


And this, in the mouth of a Monk,— 
“ When joy is in her eye, ’tis like the light 
Of Heaven; blue, deep, ethereal blue ; 
And, were she but a saint, I’d worship her!” 


And this,— 
“Ter face as fair 
As tho’ she had look’d on Paradise, and caught 
Its early beauty: then her smile was soft 
As Innocence before it learned tolove! ” 


Unfortunately, she learned to love early; and loved “not wisely, but 
too well.” 

Coroner Berktey, eldest son—but by some flaw in the marriage- 
ceremony, not the heir—of his father, Ear) Berkley, was one of the most 
magnificent and fashionable men of his time; his was indeed the per- 
fection of manly beauty. I saw him in his old age, when he had been 
ennobled by two several titles, bestowed on him by royal favor; first, 
Baron Lord Segrave; second, Earl Fitzharding. I saw. him when he 
had reached, if not passed his eightieth year; and a finer specimen of 
octogenarian bloom I never set my eyes on,—considerably over six feet 
high, straight, broad-chested, and fresh-complexioned. No wonder that, 
in the bloom of manhood, assisted by those who should have guarded 
her innocence, he triumphed over a simple girl, dazzled by his personal 
accomplishments and superior rank, Thus the eontle Maria gave her 
heart to one who did not reward it with his hana; and, yielding to the 
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truthful tenderness of her nature, withheld no boon that love could ask, 
or confiding affection could bestow. There were family reasons why 
Col. Berkley should not marry; and Miss Foote had to bear the burthen 
of maternity, without the honors of a wife. Col. Berkley always treated 
her with great regard and respect, and her offspring with paternal care 
and affection ; but she felt her position keenly: the consciousness of it 
tinged her life with a melancholy that lent an additional charm to her 
soft and delicate beauty. 

Of course there were not wanting men, rich and unscrupulous, to 
offer her consolation, in a new attachinent, to be cast off when it be- 
came irksome or inconvenient, after the example of her first lover. But 
her heart was not depraved, and she shrank from liaisons that would 
dishonor her in her own eyes. At length came one who made honor- 
able proposals to her; a gentleman of fortune, a Mr. Hayne, commonly 
called Pea green Hayne, from the rather remarkable color of a frock- 
coat he wore. But those were the days of lowd colors in dress: black 
did not, then, overspread all backs as with a pall. So, Pea-green Hayne 
proposed ; and, after some hesitation, was accepted. But it appears he 
hardly knew his own mind, or like some other bragzarts, his courage 
failed him when he should lave taken the field. He backed out, and 
repudiated his matrimonial liability. A jary, however, took a different 
view of the case, and awarded to the insulted Maria £7,000, by way of 
damages for the Vea-green’s breach of promise. 

It was fortunate she escaped from this matrimonial cage, (though she 
carried some of the gold bars away,) for a brighter destiny was in store 
for her, which was wrought out curiously enough. 

Madame Vestris Joved her, as rival actresses and rival beauties 
usually love each other—(the odium theatricum is not so virulent, but 
quite as active as the edium theologium!) In spite of this fond affection 
—resembling that which a certain cloven-footed personage 1s prover- 
bially said to entertain for holy water—Madame engaged her for the 
litle Olympic Theatre, ata large salary ; and it wasto Madame that she 
owed—most unintentionally on Vestris’s part, you may rely on it—her 
accession to the rank and title of the Countess of Harrington. Green- 
Room gossip thus tells the story :— 

The Ear! of Harrtneron, who, as Lord Petersham, had been what 
we should call now the greatest swedZ of lis day—a fast man, the fastest, 
—leader of fashion in dress, carriages, snuff, and rowé-ism—(there was 
the Petersham coat, the Petersham hat, the Petersham mixture, ete. 
etc.,)—had sueceeded, in late years, to his father’s title and fortune : he 
was probably ten or fifteen years younger tban Col. Berkley; and at 
the time of which I speak (1886), might be about fifty-five years of age: 
Miss Foot was about thirty-five. The Earl was still a gay old boy, who, 
I fear, did not come under Dr. Johnson’s category of those “ whose fol- 
lies have ceased with their youth ;” he still retained his hankering after 
the dames des coulisses and the piquant delights of a petit souper. Having 
a mind to pass an evening agreeably, he invited his old acquaintance, 
Madame Vestris (this was before her union with Mathews), to sup with 
him at his princely mansion, and requested her to bring an agreeable 
and lively companion with her. Vestris invited a young lady of the 
theatre, whose name I will not mention, to accompany her. She having 
a due regard for a reputation as yet untarnished, declined the equivocal 
honor. I don’t know what suggested Miss Foote’s name to Vestris’s 
mind, as a substitute; but Foote was invited, and went. A fortnight 
after that supper, she was Countess of Harrington, as the law directs! 

I believe Vestris had a severe fit of illness, in conseguence—an attack 
of spleen. 

The Earl died: his brother succeeded to the earldom; and Miss 
Foote, that was, became Dowager Countess. I believe she still lives.

LITERARY INDEXES. 


From the “ Boston Transcript.” 
New York, November 3, 1859. 

It is satisfactory to perecive that our authors, scholars, and publish- 
ers, begin to appreciate the necessity of an index to all works designed 
for reference or destined to afford permanent literary gratification. 
Hundreds of books are all but useless, hundreds of reputations are all 
but lost, for want uf this simple and obvious expedient. Since the Brit- 
ish Essayists were published with an index, they have renewed their 
youth—being quoted continually ; since Poole’s Index to Periodical Lit- 
erature appeared, supertluous articles on subjects already discussed, have 
ceased to be “ rejected” by Review and Magazine editors. Lord Camp- 
bell says, in the preface to his Lives of the Chancellors “so essential did 
I consider an index to be to every book, that I proposed to bring a bill 
into Parliament, to deprive an author who publishes a book without an 
index of the privilege of copyright.” 

Our attention has been drawn to this subject by the index appended 
to the third volume of Everett’s Orations and Speeches, recently pub- 
lished by Little, Brown & Co., of your city, and noticed in your columns 
several days since. Let us consider how much the value of the three 
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volumes is thus increased. Tt is due to S. Austin Allibone of Philadel- 
phia to add, that but for him the work would not have been thus en- 
riched and made available. A pure enthusiast in literature, while en- 
gaged upon the Dictionary of Authors,” he was struck with the variety 


of important subjects and the amount of historical information contained 


in Mr. Everett's first two volumes, and went to work to prepare a fall | 


jndex thereof; he represented to the author how essential such an addition 
was to his work, and offered his services, which were gratefully accept- 
ed; when the third volune was printed, Mr. Allibone commenced pre- 
paring from the sheets an index to that volume also; but he found that, 
in order to do his work thoroughly, he must go over the whole again— 


and actually did so, with how much judgment and fidelity the printed | 


result shows. 

So much for Mr. Allibone’s inteligent zeal and noble industry. And 
now, What is the practical effect? To throw open a complete storehouse 
of material for all who would know, cite, or in any way make use of 


historical data or arguments, illustrations and descriptions incident to | 


our own or European history. By means of this index you can trace 


the progress of the United States, the growth of many of the towns, the | 


polities, commerce and education of the country at large. In the same 
way, you can run your finger, in a few seconds, over thousands of ref- 


erences to the statistics and general development of civilization in Eu- 


rope.

zation, The distance was one thousand miles, and the party was caught in 
the ice by the early closing in of Winter, and lived in a snow hut among the 
Esquimaux. Dr. Hayes is engaged in organizing another Arctic expedition, | 
in which he is greatly encouraged by various Geographical and Seientific 
Societies, as well as by individuals.

Vol. 1, 1,800; Professor Mansel’s Limits of Religious Thought ex- 
amined, 900; The Chinese Pictures of themselves, by the Rev. R. H. Cob- 
bold, 1,000 (the numerous illustrations in outline to this work, drawn by 
native artists, will be found particularly interesting); Dr. Thomwson’s Story 
of New Zealand, 900; the cheap edition of Lord Byron’s complete works, 
1,000; Murray’s Modern Cookery, 1,500; Mrs. Markham’s Ilistory of Eng- 
land, and Little Arthur’s History of England, by Lady Calcott, as usual 
reached high figures—the former 6,400, the latter 6,500. Other items were 
ecarecly less remarkable. The new edition of Lane’s Modern Egyptians was 
exhibited, bunt we believe the work is not nearly complete, and will not ap- 
pear this Christmas. Severaleworks in the list, including the Memoirs of 
Lord Shaftesbury and Robert Nelson, and Leslie’s Life of Sir Joshua Rey- 
nolds, are not yet quite ready for publication. 

Messrs, Longman and Co. announce as in preparation a Life of Sir Henry 
Havelock, by his brother-in-law, Mr. Marshman; an Autobiography of Mrs. 
Piozzi, the friend of Dr. Johnson, with a collection of her Letters ; The Moun- 
tain Wanderer, by Mr. John Ball, the president of the Alpine Club; the 
Washingtons, a Tale of a Country Parish in the Seventeenth Century, by the 
Rev. J. N. Simpkinson ; a new work by the Author of Amy Herbert, entitled 
Passing Thoughts on Religion; The Chemistry of the Seashore, by the Author 
of The Chemistry of Creation; and also an illustrated edition, in monthly 
parts, of the well-known family Shakspeare edited by Bowdler.

Goutp & Lixcorn issue “ Gotthold’s Emblems ; or, Invisible Things Undez- 
stood by Things that are made,” by Christian Schriver, minister of Magd »- 
burg in 1671. Translated from the twenty-eighth German edition, by the 
Rev. Robert Menzies, Hoddam, England. Of this work the American pub- 
lishers say: “In introducing Gotthold’s Emblems to the American public, the 
publishers feel assured it will receive a cordial welcome from Christian 
readers. It is, indeed, a matter of surprise, that a work of such preéminent 
merit should have circulated in German homes for nearly two centuries, 
without finding an English translator. Its popularity in Germany, on its 
first appearance, was not inferior to that of the best productions of Luther, 
in the previous century. More than twenty editions were rapidly issued, to 
meet the eager demand; and when at Jength it had fallen into a temporary 
oblivion, the extraordinary value attached to stray copies by the families in 
which they were heir-looms, made it difficult for an editor to obtain a single 
copy, even for use in preparing a new edition. The publishers are not aware 
that any work of its precise character is to be found in the English language 
and they feel assured it will supply an important defect in our devotional 
literature.”

Doyle. It is very handsomely got up, printed on tinted paper, and illuetrat- 
ed with great spirit. It was writter. for the amusement of a very young 
lady, and makes a very pretty holiday book. They also publish “The 
Skater’s Pocket Companion,” giving a great deal of information about skates, 
skating, ete. 
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Rosert Carter & Brotners publish a new work by Prof. Tayler Lewis, 
of Union College. It is entitled “The Divine Human in the Scriptures.” 
The author observes: “ A true faith in the Scriptures must have its strength 
in the Scriptures themselves. This would seem to be a proposition of the 
clearest reason. Ifthe Bible be the word of God with a human voice, then 
must it speak to the human soul directly as no other word, no other voice, 
ean speak. Too much have we relied on outward helps. Not casting away, 
then, but leaving behind our Apologies for the Bible, our Philosophies of the 
Bible, our Reconciliations of the Bible with Science, we should come directly 
to the Scriptures, with the rational as well as reverent belief, that if they 
are divine they must contain within themselves their own strong self-evidene- 
ing power. We would say to the young man disturbed wiih scepticism, 
Read your Bible. We would say to all who have difficulties which they 
honestly wish removed, Study the Scriptures, meditate therein by day and 
by night— 


Nocturna versate manu, versate diurna. 


It is the only true and lasting cure of scepticism, whether for an individual 
oranage. It might be thought that there is some risk in the prescription, 
and doubtless it may be so with its first effects; for the difficulties and 
stumbling blocks may show themselves before the deep verities have begun 
to arrest and amaze the soul: but let there be perseverance, and the divine 
medicine will reveal its power; ‘the sun of righteousness will at length arise 
with Acaling in its wings.’ At no time, we believe, are such thoughts more 
important than at present. Faith is weakened by habitual reliance upon 
outward props, even when sound, The age, and all serious minds of the age, 
are called to the inward study of the word itself. In the signs of the times 
we seem to hear the voice that came to Augustine in his memorable conver- 
sion-struggle in the garden, ‘Take up the book and read—take up the book 
and read.’
